Chicago. Sept. 21.—Policy-holders of 


the Western Life Indemnity company 
held a turbulent meeting here, and it 
was resolved to put some pointed 
questions to the officers of the com- 
pany, an assessment corporation with 
headquarters in Chicago. The policy- 
holders were moved to action by a bill 
for a receiver filed by Attorney S.-O. 
Levinson, who, claiming to represent 
a number of policy-holders, alleged 
that the assets of the company were 
about to be transferred without -con- 
sent of the policj'-holders to a com- 
pany 
in 
another 
state. 
Various 


charges of fraud and graft were also 
made in the bill for a receiver. 


Angered by failure lo secure from 


officers of the company information as 
to its present condition and as to the 
purpose of the men in control, the 
policy-holders formulated these ques- 
tions, and submitted them to Presi- 
dent C. M. Mottlton: "Was A contract 
entered into between the Western L'fe 
Indemnity company and E. I. Rosen- 
feld, secretary for the management 0f 
the company's affairs? What are the 
terms of that contract? Did Mr. Ros- 
enfeld pay over to W. H. Gray, who 
retired as manager of the company 
last February. $125,000. and how was 
that sum paid? Is Mr. Rosenfeld re- 
ceiving commission on all insurance 
policies written "and on all renewals?" 


The meeting was attended by a hun- 


dred 
policy-holders from 
Michigan, 


Iowa, Missouri, Indiana and other 
states. President Moulton gave his 
personal assurance, that the company 
was solvent. To the demand from, a 
policy-bolder as to what the officers of 
the company proposed to do. Mr. Moul- 
ton replied that all would be known in 
good time. 
Manager Rcsenfeld de- 


clared there was no truth in the state- 
ment set forth in the bill filed by Lev- 
inson. Then Leviuson asked_if Man- 
ager Rosenfeld had not paid former 
Manager W. H. Gray S125.000 for the 
position now held by Rosenfeld.

The belief 
grows that President Roosevelt wall 
not ignore the situation and .that the 
coming message to congress will dis- 
cuss insurance methods as they relate 
to 'the national welfare.

ernment to take jurisdiction over the 
iallv life insurance.

How It Was Found In a Colo. 


rado Canyon. 


FIRST SEEN BY A PROSPEOTOB.

AD idol of stoue— a war god of some 


hitherto unknown race, apparently nei- 
ther Indian, Aztec nor cliff dweller- 
has recently been sent from Salt Lake 
City to the Smithsonian institution at 
Washington. lu its discovery W. L. 
Bacbtell, who has been seuding ar- 
chaeological specimens to Dr. George 
P. Merrill of the National museum, lias 
got trace of a lost people, says a Salt 
Lake City dispatch. 


The relic was taken from a cavern 


high 011 a cliff side where the Buckskin 
mountains lift their summits nearly 
10,000 feet above the silent desert at 
the Colorado canyon's northern riin 
and was brought to.Salt Lake City. 


Features of Caucasian cast, about its 


throat carved chain links and on its 
stone breast an amulet symbolical of 
the rising sun, the image shows handi- 
work of some old light worshipers. 
But men who have studied the potter- 
ies and the painted rocks of the cliff 
dwellers say some other race than they 
bowed before it when the first slanting 
rays found their way over the moun- 
tain tops into the cave's rift. 


Bachtell himself is no ordinary man 


even among the prospectors of the Ari- 
zona strip. A Maryland boy, he found 
his way to the west And among the 
spurs of the Rocky mountains where 
they stretch away out from the main 
range into the silent reaches of the 
thirsty desert he has for many years 
spent a btrange, solitary existence, 
wandering through dry gorges and 
climbing precipices in search of rem- 
nants of prehistoric peoples, 


Last March he left the Salt Lake route 


at Las Vegas. He took an outfit and 
went down into the desert. He made 
his way to the rim of the Grand Can- 
yon of the Colorado by a route few 
men have traveled. 
Those few were 


prospectors, searching for gold and 
copper. 


It is a strange country this north 


edge of the Grand canyon. To it the 
desert stretches in long plains, from 
which -rise painted mesas. The lofty 
floor of the Kaibab plateau hangs 
over one part like a giant roof garden, 
forest covered, with meadows of flow- 
ers. 
In another, close to the deep 


gorge, where the river runs more than 
a mile below, the Buckskin mountains 
rise right out of the alkaline sands. 


Bachtell spent three months in these 


mountains. 
He found some arrow 


beads and many mineral specimens. 
He was more anxious for these latter 
at the time than for anything else, 
and he overlooked no opportunity to 
talk with prospectors. From these he 
got inucn valuable information. 
To 


find minerals where life itself is a 
fight requires a peculiar ability which 
few even among the prospectors of 
Utah and Arizona possess, and so these 
men, 
when they told anything, confided 


information of value. 
From one of 


them Bachtell learned of the stone 
god. 


The man had found it while looking 


for copper, and the story of his discov- 
ery sounds uncanny. He \vas follow- 
ing up some copper float— that is to 
say, he had run oa a bit of mineral- 
ized rock which he knew must have 
been detached from a ledge. He went 
back in the direction whither he knew 
the ledge must lie. It might be miles 
or rods away. As he went he ran 
across other float, and some of this 
showed richly. 
He crossed a steep 


ridge, descended into a deep gorge, 
following up the other side, toiled on 
upward toward the crest of the range, 
where Us backbone lies, sharp and 
jagged at an altitude of between 9,000 
and 10,000 feet. 


And so he had reached the little 


break where he had made up his mind 
the outcropping must show. 
He set- 


tled himself on a shelf of rock and 
picked into the rotten formation with 
his hammer. 
A small rift suddenly 


yawned into an open cave mouth as 
the fragments fell away before him. 
He widened the aperture. Before him 
opened a cavern. Eventually he crawl- 
ed into the place. He lit a candle and 
saw a great chamber in the living rock. 
and in the room were signs of life tbat 
had been -when the mountains were 
young. All these things were of stone. 
Cooking utensils, bowls and pestles 
where they had pounded their grain 
and odd shaped basins littered the 
floor. In the middle, right opposite the 
cave door, was the image of the god. 


The man told Bachtell of this, and 


Bachtell wont with him to the cliff. 
Old as be was at mountain climbing. 
the specimen banter could not get up 
the crack in the rocks. The prospector 
made the climb alone. He brought the 
image out and lowered it with a rope. 


In Salt Lake City Bacbtell showed 


his discovery, and nanny who bad ex- 
plored cliff dwellings inspected it. The 
idol bad none of the characteristics of 
rriif; from those place*. It was hewn 
out with cbwls. nnd it is thought that 
these were of copper. hardened after 
the manner the ancient Egyptians used. 
a process which h,is bwn lost for hun- 
dreds of years. The chiseling 5s so fine 
that even the hair is thw nmrk«d. The 
links of a chain nre carved alxrnt the 
oeck and a circular amulet at 1heir 
end. Its u]->j>T Ijnlf lias the divergent 
ray>» of a rising sun. This and the fact 
tbat the i-iol was facine the eastern en- 
trance to the r-nve Indicate tbat U was 
used by sun worshipers.

Before the discovery of his crimes 


Lewis was prominent in AVheaton so- 
ciety, belonged to various exclusive 
clubs and was regarded by all to bf 
one of the rising young men of the 
city. After his dishonesty was discov- 
ered Lewis was a fugitive from justice, 
traveling In several foreign countries, 
but was finally captured by detectives 
in Seattle. 


The letter follows: 
Arriving in Joliet to serve an Inter- 


mediate sentence for forgery, 1 feel It 
my duty to write a tetter and make a 
statement, hoping thereby to prevent 
other young men from putting themselves 
in the same position. 


When I firet sold a mortgage-tor $400 I 


thought I could easily repay it by a lucky 
strike or a commission on a real estate 
deal. When I found' that I could not do 
this and the person owning the mortgage 
asked for her money, then I had to sell 
another and larger mortgage to make 
good. Afterward I thought this was so 
easy I could keep up the crime forever. 


Boys and young men, don't play poker. 


Don't start when you are young sneaking 
back of the barn with other small boys 
and using corn for poker chips. Don't 
smoke cigarettes. Don't drink your first 
glass of beer or whisky. Don't bet on 
horse races. 


Be sure your sins will find you out. 


Boys and young men, 
If you knew the suf- 


fering I have g^ne through you would 
shun crime, untruth and deceit as you 
would poison. 


If I am the means of preventing any 


one reading this from committing the 
first crime, then I am the happies^. con- 
vict in Joliet. That's the trouble, boys— 
the first crime. It leads you on and on 
till you will surely land where I am. 


Boys, if you ever have committed » 


crime, confess it to the one you havii 
wronged and don't do it again. If you do, 
you will be sure to come to my end. I 
devoutly hope and pray that every young 
man or boy or any one who has commit- 
ted a crime or contemplates it will stop 
right now and think before disobeying 
any of the laws of God or man.

Despondent Notes Led To Publication 


-of Story-That O'Brien Had 


Killed 


Columbus, O,, Sept., 21.—Chief of 


Detectives Dunden ia»xeceived a let- 
ter from F. H. Seibert. a personal 
friend, requesting hint-to do all in his 
power to locate George ~W. O'Brien, 
who paraded the streets of Newark 
and Columbus dressed as a^ red devil. 
O'Brien was employed by the Red 
Devil Tobacco company as their ad- 
vertising clown, but lost his position 
as advertising manager at Pittsburg a 
few days ago, having been promoted 
to that position on September 1. 


Despondent notes left in his room 


in a Pittsburg hotel address to his 
mother and sister in Newark, led to 
the publication of a sensational story 
and to the theory of suicide. He dis- 
appeared from the hotel several days 
ago. but his body has not been found 
and if is thought by his firm that he 
did not take his own life. 


O'Biien is said to have a-sweetheart

A Window Box for Plittiln and Other 


Homemade Affair*. 


Thoro is nothing tjultp so beautiful in 


the huwc as Rrowlujj plants, (.'limbing 
vinos and winter blooming tlowors. 
Now that tho siiiiiincr garden is pass- 
ing away and the thoughts turn to the 
Oouse. it is time to arrange a few good 
receptacles for plants in convenient 
places. 


One suggestion is given by the La- 


dies' World as easy for the housewife 
to carry out, or perhaps the grown boys 
and girls can make something of this 
soi't for their mother, as the materials 
are easily procurable and manipulate;! 
•with the tools that are to be found in 
most every home. The wood from suoe 
boxes, packing cases or three-quarter 
inch boards planed on both sides can 
be had from a carpenter or at a lum- 
ber yard for 5 or 6 cents a square foot. 


An idea which may be adapted to 


any room in the house is shown in the 
illustration of a window box with up- 
per decks. 
It is made eight inches 


•wide, six inches deep and tho length 
of the sill it will rest on. Two decks 
or shelves are supported twelve inches 
above the box on legs that are made 
fast to the outside of the box. 


The ornament is composed of -wire 


and nail heads painted black, and the 
ribbons and bows at the ends of the 
garland are cut from thin sheet lead 
and applied with small steel wire nails.
